SECOND TERM FOR IKE? 


Only Two Presidents, Polk, Buchanan, 
Refused to Seek a Second Four Years 


James Buchanan 
James K. Polk

WASHINGTON—Will President Eisenhower run for a second terra 
or will he retire in January 1957 to his Gettysburg farm? 
No one apparently knows the answer, possibly not even the Presi­ 
d en t, but Mr. Eisenhower told friends a couple years ago he planned to 
Keene only one term. He has also been taking an unusual interest in 
his new Pennsylvania home. 
If the President declines to run again, it will be the first time in 95 
years that a man elected to the White House has refused to seek a 
second term. 
Only two men in American history have been satisfied, after being 
elected to one term and serving four years, to step down without seek­ 
ing another four-year tenure. 
The first was James K. Polk, 
elected in 1844. 
He is the only 
President 
who 
ever 
announced 
publicly that he would serve only 
'gbne term if elected. 
Polk did so in writing, keeping 
faith with a speech he had made 
in the House of Representatives 
In 1835 advocating a single term 
for the presidency. 
Polk’s state­ 
ment, one of the most unusual in 
the political annals of the coun­ 
try, was made shortly after he 
won the Democratic nomination.

a POLK WROTE: "I deem the 
resent to be the proper occasion 
to declare that if the nomination 
made by the adinvention shall be 
affirmed by the people and result 
in my election, I shall enter upon 
tile discharge of the high and 
solemn duties of the office writh 
the settled purpose of not being a 
candidate for re-election. 
“In the event of my election, it 
shall be my constant aim . . . to 
^maintain and preserve the public 
prosperity and at the end of four 
years I ani resolved to retire to 
private life . . ." 
Four years later, great political 
pressure was brought upori Presi­ 
dent Polk, as it is now being 
brought on Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
to run for a second term. Party 
stalwarts told him that the Demo­ 
crats could not win without him, 
but Polk was adamant and did 
not run again.

A DELEGATION of Soviet farmers may 
pay a visit to American farm areas after 
all. This is the group that was originally 
slated to visit the U. S. corn belt at the 
suggestion of Soviet Strongman Khruschev 
but got hung up temporarily when the 
State Department s&id members would 
have to submit to fingerprinting in order 
to obtain visas. 
Moscow promptly retorted it would not 
only keep its farmers at home but a group 
of U. S.-bound “student editors” to boot. 
This was o. k. with most Americans. 
But now the diplomats, who can do any­ 
thing, have cleared up the misunderstand­ 
ing. The Soviet farmers will come as an 
“official” delegation, whicli means there 
need be no fingerprinting. What’s more, 
the Russians are granting a similar conces­ 
sion to a party of American farmers. The 
mystery is why American farmers would 
want to go to Russia. 
How the boys in the Kremlin will explain 
the Russian visit to this country is not re­ 
vealed. It can scarcely be admitted to the 
populace that they are in quest of know­ 
how about hog and corn raising, since the 
Russians do everything better. But that’s 
their problem. 
This country’s problem will be to make 
sure they stick strictly to crop secrets and 
do not try to learn a few defense secrets 
on the side. 


The Conservatives have the advantage 
in the argument that it was Churchill who > 
saw them through a war that might have 
been a conquest and that Eden has labored j 
for peace. The Austrian Treaty and t h e 
agreement for the Big Four to meet “at the 
summit” are undoubtedly helping the Con­ 
servatives. At any rate, it has robbed the 
Socialists of the principal issue. It has, in 
fact, left them without an issue. 
There is no argument against prosperity I 
and full employment. Socialism can create 
an anger against possessions and the pos­ 
sessors when times are bad, when gro­ 
ceries are costly and the future is dim. But 
what is to be said against prosperity ex­ 
cept that it is too good to be true? 
The result is a campaign without issues, 
a campaign which brings out small audi­ 
ences to meetings. Only Winston Churchill 
and Aneurin Bevan excite interest and at­ 
tention and both are curiosities rather than 
political candidates. Churchill has become 
a living monument, a person above all 
parties and issues, one whom men and 
women want to see and hear.

Easier to Spot 
Now this Is significant for you 
motorists. Cars which contrast 
sharply with the background are 
much easier to spot. Besides, if 
they appear to be closer th an 
they actually are, there’s ample 
time to avoid them . 
The color, you see, can actually 
be a built-in safety device. 
According to the Better Vision Best Color 
Institute of New York City, Jhe 
color of autos is an im portant 
factor in driving safety. A recent 
study showed th a t judgment of 
the distance of an object is in­ 
fluenced by the contrast of its 
color with the background. 
As an experiment, 164 persons 
were tested for vision with the 
use of colored cards. Each one 
looked through a small opening 
a t the cards, which were placed 
about 200 feet away.

screen. He is the great adolesc­ 
ent of our time. He wants to be 
young in the way youth used to 
be young. 
The less secure a human be­ 
ing feels the more he turns to 
his dreams, and the wilder grow 
his fantasies. 
Look inside the skull of a mid­ 
dle aged man and you discover 
a great big confused, overgrown 
problem child. 
Security, which seems a pos­ 
sibility to a young man, is a lost 
impossible dream to a 
middle 
aged man. He has weathered too 
many financial depression* and

WASHINGTON I# — One lesson 
seems clear from recent political 
campaigs 
and elections in this 
country and Britain: when people 
have food and jobs they are not 
much in the mood for rocking the 
boat. 
Differences between the politici­ 
ans tend to narrow because ex­ 
treme proposals, attractive in cri­ 
sis or depression, have less appeal 
in time of prosperity. 
This probably accounts for the 
slight margins by which political 
parties in the United States and 
Britain have won victories in re­ 
cent years. 
In Britain's elections Thursday 
the Conservatives, according to the 
polls, should win a majority again 
in the House of Commons and, 
through that, control of the gov­ 
ernment for another five years. 
They beat the Socialist Labor­ 
ites in 1951 by a tiny margin. If 
it’s bigger this time, it may be 
due more to the split in the Labor 
party itself than to radical differ­ 
ences between Conservatives and 
Laborites. 
That split alone, long obvious, 
might be enough to make the Brit­ 
ish voters shy away from the La­ 
borites since they wouldn’t know 
what U expect: a left wing led 
by Aneurin Bevan or the Social­ 
ists 
of 
center 
or 
right 
under 
Clement Attlee. 
For 20 years in this country the 
Republicans condemned the Dem­ 
ocrats’ New Deal and “ Fair Deal” 
as “leading down the road to so­ 
cialism.” But since their 1952 vic­ 
tory the Republicans have wiped 
out none of the Democrats’ basic 
social legislation. 
The British Conservatives, since 
winning control of their govern­ 
ment in 1951, have repealed only 
a few pieces of the Socialist pro­ 
gram put on the books by the 
Laborites while they held power 
from 1945 to 1951. 
In the depths of the depression 
of the 1930s the Democrats, un­ 
der the banner of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt 
and 
his 
New 
Deal, 
which promised sweeping reme­ 
dies, won by big majorities. After 
the war, with the country moving 
into peak prosperity, the voters 
apparently felt no need for sharp 
changes. 
The election returns showed how 
the gap between Democrats and 
Republicans had narrowed. The 
Republicans won Congress in 1945. 
The Democrats won in 1948 and 
1950 and lost in 1952. The margins 
in those elections were not sweep­ 
ing. 
That 
the 
country 
didn’t 
see 
much to choose between the par­ 
ties themselves was evident in 
1952 when President Eisenhower 
won overwhelmingly but his Re­ 
publicans won Congress by only a 
squeak. 
Again, 
the 
Democrats 
barely 
edged into control of Congress in 
1954. In none of the elections since 
the war has either party offered 
the voters any radical variety in 
the way of a program. 
The Laborites, with their prom­ 
ises of broad socialization, won 
control of the British government 
in 1945. That was a time of stress 
for Britons; they were broke, on 
rations, under heavy restrictions, 
and burdened with taxes. 
But by 1951, when the Conserva­ 
tives 
won, 
Britain 
was getting 
back on its economic feet. Em­ 
ployment was increasing. And as 
voters got money in their pockets 
again they apparently felt less 
urge for social revolution, even 
though peaceful.

BLACK BLIZZARDS 
TO BLOW AGAIN? 


A western farm choked to death by the great dust storms of 
the 1930s which turned fruitful land into hopeless desert.

WASHINGTON—Will the vast lands of the great Southwest Plains 
blow away again? Will the dry soil spawn once more the Oakles and 
the Arkies of the 1930s? Experts at the Agriculture department are 
fearful that the black blizzards of less than two decades ago will once 
again plague many o the western states this year or the next. 
They say that 20 million ac.es are ‘‘ready to blow,” barring an un­ 
usual amount of rainfall. The states facing the greatest danger are 
Nebraska, Wyoming, New Mexico, Oklahoma and Texas. 
Some soil specialists think the area confronts an even greater disas­ 
ter than rn the 1930a, when raging dust storm" darkened the noonday 
sun. Destitute farmers from Okla­ 
homa, Arkansas and other states 
left their homesteads and roamed 
the land in their rickety cars and 
trucks, 
their 
family 
belongings 
piled high, seeking work. 
Some areas of the west have al­ 
ready had four or five years of 
drought. Last year, 945 of the na­ 
tion’s 3,000 counties received fed­ 
eral drought relief. Now the num­ 
ber has grown to approximately 
1,050. 
Before the great homesteading 
era which began In 1870 the west 
was not troubled with dust storms. 
Wild grasses held the soil fast. 
However, then the white man clme 
with his plow. Soil conservation­ 
ists said he dug up land which 
should never have been planted.

The aban­ 
doned farm and the itinerant farm 
family became a common sight. 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
proposed in those years various 
conservation methods designed to 
protect the soil. 
Chief of these 
was a program calling for the 
planting of trees in belts and de­ 
signed to act as windbreaks. Farm ­ 
ers ware also given instruction In 
contour plowing and in planting 
alternately different crops. 
Some progress was made along 
these lines, but with tile advent of 
World War II there was again a 
great demand for wheat and cotton 
and for crops to fatten cattle. Once 
again the soil of the southern 
Great Plains was indiscriminately 
plowed up and conservation prac­ 
tices largely discarded. 
Now there have been four or five 
years of drought In many areas 
and 
farm 
experts 
shake 
their 
heads. 
Will the land blow away again? 
There is a good chance that it will.

Others 
say irrigation prevented complete 
crop failures to give n o r m a l 
yields. 
Distribution of rainfall has more 
effect on crop growth than total 
rainfall. With an 
irrigation 
sys­ 
tem, farm ers can add water when 
the crop needs it. 
Time, rate and amount of ir­ 
rigation are keys to successful 
applications. Overholt s t a t e d . 
Most farm ers tend to wait too 
long to start irrigating, he said. 
They keep thinking it will rain. 
When the soil and 
crop 
looks 
like a good shower would help, 
it’s time to start the sprinklers. 
Never apply irrigation water fas­ 
ter than the soil will absorb it, 
Overholt cautioned. That is gener­ 
ally a half inch or less per hour. 
Hates vary with soil 
type 
and 
cover. 
Poorly drained land should not 
be irrigated because a heavy rain 
after applying water may water­ 
log such soils. 
County extension agents and soil

have an irrigation guide that gives 
rates and amounts of water to ap­ 
ply on Ohio soils.
